hearing of it, knowing that this unexampled Blefling 
does not extend to France only, but that it is the In- 
tereft of Chriftendom in general that the Houfe of 
Bourbon fhould flourifh, the Kings of which Race 
have with fo great Piety maintain’d the Character of 
eldeft Sons of the Church,have fo often defended her 
againft her Enemies, and been the ftrongeft Bulwarks 
of the Catholick Religion. The Pope defir’d to {ee 
the Courier, and gave him feveral Gold and Silver 
Medals, and other Prefents. Cardinal Othoboni did 
not only give a Purfe fall of Medals of Gold to the 
fame Gonrier ; but gave Prefents to all hisGentlemen, 
and even to the meaneft of his Domefticks, and al{v 
to Cardinal Janfon’s Servants. The Duke d’Uzeda 
‘Ambaflador of Spain, gave the Courier a Purfe of 
50 Piftoles, and feveral other Lords, either Subjects 
or in the Intereft of the 2 Crowns, made him divers 
ents, 
the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 9 & 16. 
Rome, July 15 &22. The 14th the Pope difpatch’d 
a Gourier with Lewers to the King of France and to 
the Duke of Burgundy, in Anfwer to thofe they fent 
to acquaint him with the Birth of the Duke of Bre- 
tagne. His Holinefs has refolv’d to fend to the 
Durchefs of Burgundy confecrated Swadling Cloaths 
for the young Prince,(which is a Compliment ufually 
made by the Pope, to Queens and Princeffes on the 
Birth of their firft Child,) but the ‘Prelate who is to 
perform the Ceremony of prefenting them, is not yet 
nominated. The 2oth the Cardinal de Jarifon went 
with a numerous Retimme to the Church of Sr. Louis 
belonging to the French Nation, and affifted at che 
Ma&(s thar was faid to render Thanks to Heaven for 
the Birthof the Duke of Bretagne. And returning 
to his Palace treated magnificently at Dinner above 
50 Prelates and other Perfons of Quality, among 
them the Cardinal @’Arquin and the Duke d’Uzeda 
baflador of Spain. At Night a great Firework 
was plaid off before his Palace, the Front of which 
was illuminated with Flambeaus of white Wax, as 
were alfo the neighbousing Houfes: The Palace 
of St. Mark which ftands over againft Cardinal 
fanlon's was illuminated on all fides by order of 
ignior Morofini Ambaffador of Venice. Refreth- 
ments of all forts were prefented in abundance to fe- 
veral Cardinals, Lords, and Ladies whe came to fee 
the Fireworks; anda great deal was diftributed 
among the common People. ‘The Illuminations were 
continued 3 Nights together, almoft all over the City ; 
fach Perfons as are either Subjects of or Well-withers 
to the Crowns of France and Spain, caufing Lights 
to be placed in the Fronts of their Houfes. The 
Palaces of the Cardinal de Medicis, Protector of the 
Affairs of France and Spain, the Palace belonging to

The 15th Muftapha Aga, 
Envoy from the Grand Signior, (who had his firft 
Audience of our Regents the beginning of this Month, 
and notified to them his Mafter’s advancement tothe 
Throne, and Refolution to maintain Peace with the 
Republick,) was conducted to the College by the 
Signiors Grimani and Nani, 
the Doge were deliver'd to him, one addre(s’d to the’ 
Grand Signior, the other to the Grand Vizier, Since 
which the Senate nominated the Chevalier Aleflandro 
Zeno, formerly Ambaffador at Vienna, to go and 
congratulate the Grand Signior on his Advancement 
to the Throne, in Quality of Ambaffador extraor- 
dinary ; but this Gentleman defiring to be excus'’d’ 
from taking upon him that Employment, the Che- 
valier Pifani wos chofenin his room. The’ 15th the 
Prince of San Buono Ambaffador of Spain-arriv’d in 
this chy. The fame day the Sieur de Charmont 
Ambaflador of France, went in great State to the’ 
College, to notifie to the Doge and Senate the Birth 
of the Duke of Bretagne, and returning to his Palace, 
order’d itto be fet open that Afternoon and to con- 
tinue fo the 4 following days; During which time a 
great number of Perfons, many of them in Habirs 
of Mafquerade, repair’d thither, and were enter- 
tain’g with Conforts of Mufick every Night, and a‘! 
forts of Refrefhments in profufion ; there were Bon- 
fires before his Paiace; which was illuminated; aud 
repeated Salvoes were made with Chambers, the 
Trumpets founding, &c. The 19th Muftapha Aga, 
the Turkifh Envoy, made a Vifit to the Ambaflador 
of France, who treated him with a magnificent Col 
tation, and detain’d him that Night to take part in 
the Rejoycings made in his Palace, which Rejoycings 
ended in a grand Confort of Mufick. The 2oth the 
Ambaffador return’d the Envoy’s Vifir, who reared 
him and his Retinue after the Eaftern Manner. The 
the faid Ambaffador, accompanied by the Re fie 
dent of the Duke of Mantua, caus’d Te Dewm to be 
Sung in the Church de la Madonna del Orto, (on the 
Occafion above mention’d,) at the fame time a triple 
Difcharge was made of a great Number of Cham- 
bers. The Pope’s Nuncio, the Ambaffador of Spain, 
the Duke of Sforza, &c. affifted at this Ceremony, 
and at their return to the Ambaffador’s Palace were 
fplendidly entertain’d, At Night a great Machine 
ting in the Canal before his Palace, was illumi- 
nated on all fides; And an extraordinary Confort of 
Vocal and Inftrumental Mufick was perform’d in it, 
the words of the Songs being adapred to the Occa» 
fion. The Turkith Envoy was at this Enterrainment, 
and by his Interpreter complimented the Prince of 
San-Buono, telling him he was glad to meet an Am- 
baffador of a King of Spain of the Royal Blood of 
France, and that he congratulated with him on the 
Succeffes of that Prince in Portugal. A Veffel thar
